Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior art of record to Saruta [US 6,631 ,967] teaches a printer 

having a memory installed on the ink cartridge storing various information therein. 
However, Saruta taken alone or in combination of other references, fail to specifically 
teach or fairly suggest that a print board for use in the printer comprises an external 
connection connector having a common specification with an external connection 
connector of an additional print board used in the image forming apparatus, an external 
part life inspection apparatus is connectable to a memory device through the external 
connection connector to read out and clear the life information and to write and read out 
the number of times of reuse of the part, and the external part life inspection apparatus 
determines whether each part mounted on the print board can be supplied for reuse 
based on the life information and the number of times of reuse of the part as set forth in 
the claims.
